For this reason, be did not have 
to Mention any ran or hla fellow Ukrainian workers# including my na ime*

the front during the three years of hostilities* As It turned out, ths 
Serlets sueoesded in Mounting Its agents in von TAKBUK* a circle. Ths af- 
fair took place as he described it: 



7* TAKBUK. recruited a vary nice young Russian lady from Tula, USSR# 
SONYA VUfQORAOOV, as his agent and dispatched her through the front with 
various assignments* She returned several e weeks later and reported to 
TARBUK that after she grossed the front the RXS arrested, recruited and 
deubled her, provided her with false information for TAKBUK, and stnt her 
bask through the front* She eons anted to work as a double for the RXS 
sine# the HI3 had her brother as hostage* TARBUX said Sonya was an hon- 
est person* She asked TAKBUK not to utilise her in any more operations in 
view of her oompllsatsd situation* She said shs would lea vs for employ - 
flent at e kolkhoz and wanted nothing further to do with such affairs* TAR- 
BUX said he was lapressed With Sonya and he did not use her any sore but 
did not want. to send her to a kolkhoz* He egeged her to work with the 
staff as an interpreter, etc*, and she turned out to be a very fine work-, 
or, Iftign TARBUK left for Prague, he sent Sonya to Germany where he feels 
she sould be living today. 

8* During the Soviet investigation of TAKBUK in Mosoow, it oaae to 
TAKBUK 1 ! attention that the Soviet Cl knew auoh top muoh information about 
various operations whleh TAKBUK felt the Soviets should not know* An 
unidentified RXS major, who Interrogated TAKBUK, suddenly asked TARBUK: 
*And hew did your collaboration with Sony* VINOGRADOV turn out?" The 
major added, and TAKBUK desorlbed verbatim: *0h, that Sonya was a clever 

girl* She exeouted our assignments vary well. And for this aha received 
a medal* Her assignment was to report to you that she was recruited by

However# dt is a* feet that tho HIS Know all 
soorots about those tlaas and about all of jgr oontaots with Soviet person* 
all t las. Sonya was ths only othsr person who knew about^these oontaots 
and soorots.' If what tho HIS sajor had Vo say is true# then Sonya la 
still living, eltbsr in the USSR or In tho Vast as an RIS agent •* When I 
asked T'iRBUK# hs replied that Sonya VTKOQRADOV la about 35*39 years old
